ARREST OF SP 4 
UNFOLDS WEIRD 
ARMY MYSTERY 


Involves German and 
French Royalty. 


Following the arrest of Theodore 

Schude, alias Arthur LeGrande, alias 
Lieut. Arthur Kincaid, self-confessed 
German spy, in the barracks of the 
Forty-fourth infantry at San Francis- 
co on Tuesday, there was unfolded in 
Chicago yesterday as weird a mystery 
&s the United States military authori- 
ties have ever investigated—testing 
credulity. 

Schude, the arrested spy, is eon- 
cerned with the following story only 
because he assumed the name of Ar- 


thur Kincaid. It is a story of the real | 


Arthur Kincaid revealed by investiga- 
tions into the case of the spy, Schude. 
“Our Hero” a Chicago Bey. 

The real Arthur Kincaid, a Chicago 
boy, develops, according to his story, 
as the illegitimate son of a member of 
the German imperial household. In 
1917 this real Arthur Kincaid enlisted 
in the American army and was sent 
abroad. In his mind, he avers, was 
the purpose of avenging his mother by 
killing his father, the highly connected 
German. This sounds like fiction, but 


the records say he accomplished this |. 


purpose. 

Moreover, after arriving in France 
young Kincaid learned that he himself 
was @ descendant of the French pre- 
tender. 

Papers Stolen by German. 

Kincaid’s story involves his alleged 
affiliation with a French revolutionary 
fraternity, his journey to German soil, 
a spectacular pistol duel at Grunewald, 
Germany, where he left his father dy- 
ing on the ground, his escape to the 
Dutch border, and his subsequent cap- 
ture and seclusion in a hospital. | 

And then comes another story—the 
theft of the young American's papers 
by a German officer, who, assuming 
the Chicago boy’s name, crossed the 
lines, and was returned to America 
and given an honorable discharge. This 
spy and impostor subsequently re- 
enlisted in the United States forces 
under another name., It is this pseudo- 
Kincaid who is now under arrest in 
San cisco, charged with fraud. 

In the meantime the Chicago boy also 
was returned to America under his 
own name (Kincaid) and likewise dis 
charged.. And both collected back 
salaries from the government. From 
records of the war department now 
filed in the office of the adjutant gen- 
eral in Washington comes this strange 
story. . 

‘Back at the Beginning. 

To relate the story one must go 
back to 1893. A young woman (need- 
less to say she was considered beauti- 
ful) was singing in opera in Paris, She 
was 18 when she met Count von 
Hohenhorst, a member.of the kaiser’s 
household. Their courtship ended dis- 
astrously for her, and she fled to Amer- 
ica. That ended the count’s bothers 
until the youth met him after the armi- 
stice was signed at Grunewald and 
killed him. 

Arrived here in America, the un- 
happy girl met.a man named Ber- 
nard Kincaid, an Indiana man. They 
were married. The records show that 
some months later the son of Count 
yon Hohenhorst was born. They 
named him Arthur M. Kincaid. 

In 1914, when the war broke out, 
young Kincaid was 20 years old. He 
had heard his story years before from 
his mother. According to his story, in 
the records of the war department, she 
told him to remember—that some day, 
perhaps, his chance would come to 
get revenge. And so he waited. 

Joins the U. 8. Army. 

Before America entered the war 
young Kincaid, then a student at Chi- 
cago university, joined the army. When 
America declared war he had been 
made a sergeant. 

The next July he was commissioned 
as a second lieutenant. He then was

Robbins, at the Burnside hospital, 
told the Kensington police several 
weird stories, but finally, when con- 
fronted with the statement of Special 
Officer Douglas, admitted he had been 
in the railroad yards when shot. He 
did not admit, however, that he had/ 
planned robbery. He will recover. 


Taken to Hospital 

Robbins, who had been taking 4 
summer course at the university and 
is assistant librarian at a salary of 
$70 a month, was taken into the office 
of Dr. Louis H. Lippman of 319 Ken- 
sington avenue at 9 © ’clock last night 
by his companion of the night’s ad- 
venture, who then disappéured. Rob- 
‘bins told the doctor his friend’s name 
was Maurice Rink. The police believe 
this is a fictitious name. He later 
gave the police the right name and 
they are looking for the missing stu- 
dent. 

Robbins told the doctor he had been 
shot by a man while he and two corn- 
panions were motoring to Matteson, Ill. 
He said they became involved in an 
argument with this man and that his 
friends resented it when the man 
cursed them. He jumped out of the 
car and started to run. The man then 
shot him in the back.

Unionists in a Plea 
for Separation. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 13.—The Freeman's 
Journal announced that EB. Wylie, legal 
adviser to Viscount French, the lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, has presented his 
resignation. 

Rather than accept it, the newspaper 
says, Andrew Bonar Law, government 
leader in the house of commons, has 
promised to pledge the government on 
Monday to dominion home rule with 
full fiscal authority. 

Of course, comments the newspaper, 
the question of Ulster will be subject 
to discussion. | 

No Surprise in London. 

LONDON, Aug. 13.—Should the re- 
port printed by the Freeman’s Journal 
of Dublin, that the government has de- 
cided to adopt a dominion solution of 
the Irish problem, prove correct, it will 
not cause much surprise here.

A resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed which sai4é the government’s Irish 
bill now before parliament was not 
acceptable to the Irish people and that 
it should be amended to give full con- 
trol to the Irish people over all local 
affairs, including taxation. 

The resolution urged the govern- 
ment to act immediately “as every 
passing month makes settlement more 
difficult.”

French Guns

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 12.—Bol- 
sheviki at Odessa seized the French 
steamers Batavia and Ejigrette, which 
landed Russian prisoners there from 
France, and refused to release them 
until the French battleship Edgard 
Quinet, with three destroyers, was 
rushed from Constantinople and threat- 
ened to raze the city unless the steam- 
ers were released, it was learned here 
today. 

Four steamers under French and 
interallied flags arrived at Odessa with 
repatriated Russian prisoners, these ad- 
vices stated. Two of the ships were 
permitted to leave, but the others were 
boarded by bolshevik commissars. 

The bolsheviki declared that the Mos. 
cow government had decided to hold 
the ships.

Bolsheviki Drive On 
in Big Battle. 


BULLETIN. 

WARSAW, Aug. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) — Preparations 
are being made to prevent the bol- 
sheviki from reaching the Posen 
district. 
| Bolshevik cavalry detachments, 
driving westward after the capture 
of Mlawa, have reached the Wkrar- 
cuer region and the towns of Bie- 
zun and Radsanoyo. They are now 
less than thirty miles from the Vis- 
tula river. 
Contact with the bolshevik lines 

spots is only twenty-six miles 
from Warsaw, says an official com- 
munique issued tonight. The com- 
munique describes the front line 
along the Wyszkow, Tluszoz, Ka- 
luszyn, and Ciechanow as weak. 


[Another report places the Reds but 
twenty miles from Warsaw.) 


PARIS, Aug. 13—-[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.)}—The northern reds, ac- 
cording to the latest news reaching 
Paris, tonight had passed Pultusk and 
were marching southward on the capi- 
tal down the valley of the Narew. 

Another column was advancing be- 
tween the Narew and the Bug, while 
south of the Bug the enemy had 
reached and passed the line running 
from Tluszcz, through Piivki, Dobre, 
Kaluszyn, Tsegloff, and Latovitch 
Zelechoff. 

Grave Military Defeat. 

The abandonment of Pultusk is con- 
sidered a grave military defeat, the 
Poles having deferded the city with 
more determination than any position 
since the retreat began from the Bere- 
eena. 

The enumeration of these obscure 
towns in Poland carries a fateful mes- 
sage for Warsaw. The bolshevik 
armies are approaching Warsaw 
south of the Bug river on a semi- 
circular front, each point on which is 
now within cannon range of the can; 
ital. The advance to the town o/ 
Zelechoff [Zelechow] is the most 
striking development of the days 
news, for it shows a sudden and force- 
ful encircling movement against War- 
saw on the south. 

Although the leadership of the 
Polish armies ts not definitely known. 
it seems they are following the strat:- 
suggestions of the French yeneral 
staff and retiring to the west bank of 
the Vistula for ae This 
plan of retirement also requires evac- 
uation of Warsaw, which would be 
at the mercy of the cannon on the 
east bank of the Vistula. 


Moves on Lublin. 

Farther south the enemy had suc 
ceeded in forcing a passage of the Bug 
and was moving on Lublin. 

The bolshevik cavalry aiong the 
Prussiar frontier has maie another 
bound forward and is now forty miles 
beyond Miawa, almost half way to 
Thorn, with the object of cutting the 
last remaining line of communication 
with the Baltic, Poland's chief base of 
supplies. 

In other words, the Reds are ad 
vancing all along the line except in 
the extreme south. 

Citizens Anxious to Fight. 

Citizens of Warsaw, to the number 
of 100,000, have pledged themselves to 
defend the capital to the last breath 
But it is felt here that such an wun 
organized effort cannot seriously af 
fect the fate of the city. 

This apparently also is the view of 
the Polish government, which is re 
ported to be considering moving tw 
Posen if it is satisfied there is ne 
chance of the soviet furces suspending 
hostilities at an early date.

| REDS REPORT VICTORIES | 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—The capture of 
Miawa and Pultusk and the occupa- 
tion of Siedice on Aug. 10 is an- 
nounced by the Russian soviet military 
headquarters in today’s official state- 
ment. The communique says: 

“We captured Milawa Aug. 10. We 
have occupied Pultusk. We occupied 
Siedice Aug. 10. We have occupied 
a number of points eight miles east of 
Lukoff [southeast of Siedlce]. 

“In the Cholm region we crossed the 
Bug and debouched‘ on the high road 
between Wliodawa and Cholm, and oc- 
cupied a line of villages north of 
Cholm, 

“In the region of Viadimir-Volynsky 
{east of the Bug near the Galician bor. 
der}. we occupied Grubiesgoff— and 
Kryloff. 

“Along the River Dniester and the 
shores of the Black sea there is nao 
change in the situation.” 

Yank Relief Work to Go On. 

American relief workers will con- 
tinue to care for Polish children they 
have been assisting for some time, 
even if through the fortunes of war 
‘these children fall into the hands of 
the Russian bolsheviki. 

M. Kameneff, one of the heads of 
the bolshevik trade mission here, has 
conferred with W. L. Brown, director 
of the American relief administration, 
and, according to reports from Russian 
sources, has assured Mr. Brown he 
will use all efforts to induce hig gov- 
ernment to afford protection for relief 
workers. George Tchitcherin, bolshe- 
vik foreign minister, is also represent- 
ed- as favorably inclined toward al- 
lowing the Americans to corttinue their 
work. In some quarters, however, it 


is expected he will stipulate: that some. 


of the supplies be used to-feed Rus- 
sians in Poland.

To Demand Equality 


with Great Britain. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The race for control of the fast 
diminishing world supply of fuel oil, 
Which has been Suggested as a pos- 
sible cause of future wars, has brought 
to the fore this question:— 

Shall the United States continue fo 
permit oil development in this coun- 
try and its possessions by the nationals 
of other countries so long as Great 
Britain, France and other nations ex- 
clude Americans from similar privilege 
in their territories? 

A proposal that the United States re- 
taliate by excluding from the field of 
American oil development the nationals 


Americans .in this respect was. agitated 
at the last session of congress and is 
destined to receive further attention 
at the next session, in view of recent 
events. 

Such a retaliatory provision was in- 
cluded in the mineral deposit leasing 
law but it applies only to the public 
domain. 

Colby Questions British. 

Secretary of State Colby a fortnight 
ago formally asked the British govern- 
ment whether the recéntly concluded 
Anglo-French oil agreement pertaining 
to European and Asiatic flelds would 
operate to exclude American exploita- 
tion. His inquiry followed conferences 
with British Ambassador Geddes, who 
insisted Great Britain readily would 
consent to American oil development 
in all British controlled flelds, but so 
far the British government has not 
replied. 

The official text of the Anglo-French 
agreement, negotiated at San Remo, 
reached Washington today but it is 
difficult to determine from the pro- 
visions whether the exclusion of Amer- 
icans ‘from the British and Frenca 
fields is contemplated. 

The agreement states that it is 
based on principles of cordial codpera-

Russia, the*paper says, also promises 
to aid Turkey in the renunciation of 
foreign concessions arid capitulations, 
property of foreigners to be turned 
over to the protelariat. 

The Russians also conc:ije uncondi- 
tional independence to a!! Moslems in 
Russian territory ,including the Cau- 
casus. 

By the alleged treaty, the Turks 
promise to adopt the soviet principles 
in their government.

The evacuation of Nakhitchevan by 
the Armenians is reported to have 
been made voluntarily following re- 
ceipt of an ultimatum from the soviets 
at Azerbeidjan which stated that the 
city was necessary for a liaison with 
Turkey.

Strong Men of Past Are 
Guides, He Says.

Marion, O., Aug. 13.—[{Special.J— 
Senator Harding preached a sermon 
on honesty today before 200 Ohio news- 
paper editors and publishers who came 
to Marion to assure him of their sup- 
port in the campaign. He was moved 
to take this subject by information 
which was brought to him recently by 
a New York visitor concerning the 
great number of bank defalcations, 


embezzlements, and betrayals of trust 
that have come in the wake of the 
war. 

“Probably the betrayals of trust,” 
the senator said, “ the smaller ones at 
least, are in part due to the high cost 
of living and the failure of salary 
scales*to:-reapond to the new demands 
on the salaried working forces. Many 
instances are reported, however, where 
salaries are ample to meet even ex- 
travagant practices ana the sums 
loaned were -beyond all limit which 
might attend living costs. 


Puts Blame on War. 


“The conclusion is forced that it is 
a reflex of the moral degeneration of 
war, of the barbarity and cunning, and 
ruthlessness and greed in war's after- 
math. 

“There was so much of extrava- 
gance, so much of waste, so much of 
needless expenditure in seeking for 
speed in war preparation, that the gov- 
ernment often was robbed without 
scruple of conscience, often without 
hindrance. It is not surprising to find 
a reflex in offices and counting rooms.” 

The senator then pleaded for a re- 
turn to old standards of honesty in 
business, labor and in government. 

“I suppose some people will say I 
am looking backward,” he said. “ It is 
good to look backward to make sure of 
the way religious mothers taught and 
then face the future with renewed 
faith.” 

He said he was willing to turn to 
Washington, Jefferson, Hamilton, Mc- 
Kinley for inspiration. ‘ 

Wisdom of Yesterday. 

“The glory of 10,000 morrows,” he 
said, “was wrought in the wisdom 
gleaned on yesterday. Sometimes 
above the skyline, in lands where the 
desert stretches, there is a mirage, 
with its lure to the fevered and thirst- 
ing, with inviting promise of relief. It

PONZI INQUIRY: 
DRAGS OTHERS TO 
JAIL IN HIS WAKE 


New Get-Rich-Quick 
Concern Raided. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 13.—Four men 
wha have accepted millions} of dollars 
from New England investors in the 
last few months, on promises of pay- 
ment of fabulous interest, were be- 
hind the bars tonight. 

Charles Ponzi, wh spectacular

Three officers of the Old Colony For- 
eign Exchange company were arrest- 
ed, taken into the Municipal court, and 
held in $50,000 bepds each on a tech- 
nieal charge of larceny of $500 from 
persons unknown. In default of bonds 
they spent the night in the Charles 
street jail. 


Three More in Cells. 


They are Charles M. Brightwell, 
president and treasurer of the con- 
cern; Raymond Meyers, office man- 
ager, and Fred Meyers, sales agent. All 
three pleaded not guilty. | 

That the activities of this company 
might have rivaled in extent the deal- 
ings of Ponzi’s Securities Exchange 
company was intimated by Albert Hur- 
witz, assistant district attorney of Suf- 
folk county, when he told the court 
that the amount involved in its trans- 
pactions probably would be shown to be 
hundreds of thousands of dollars.

MR. WILSON HUNTS UP TROUBLE. 
We agreed with President Wilson's statement, 
tm the Italiam communication, of what the position 
of the United States with regard to soviet Russia 
would be and ought to be—no dealings with a gov- 
ernment which discredited its own honor and obli- 
gations in advance of entering into obligations. 

We agreed with his statement that the United 
States favored a free and independent Poland. 
These are principles to which Americans subscribe, 
but Mr. Wilson did not stop with them, and his 
further statements reveal the line which seems to 
divide American opinion at present. 

We object to the covenant of the league of na 
tions because it commits the United States far be 
yond the demands which ought to be made upon 
it, far beyond its owm requirements and its own 

Mr. Wilson proceeds upon the principle, which 
is indeed his principle, that we are committed. He 
told the Italians that the United States would use 
every means available to preserve the independence 
of Poland. 

That was an ultimatum to Russia not only that 
the United States never would recognize the soviet 
government but that the United States would use 
every means available to throw the Russians out 
of Poland if they remained there. 

When a-nation speaks of available means it is 

assumed that it considers the last resort, which is 
force. We do not know what Mr. Wilson meant, 
but every other nation in the world is justified in 
believing that he meant he would go to war with 
Russia if that were necessary. 
- War is a means available to the United States, 
and we regard it as evidence of a disordered doco 
trine to find that the American government has 
so far abandoned all traditional American policy as 
to utter threats upon every occasion of a dis- 
turbance in Europe or Asia. . 

If that doctrine had been adopted at the begin- 
ning of the American republic it would have in- 
volved us in all the European wars which we es 
caped. We touched some of them, but thé policy 
of trying to keep out of them instead of trying 
to get into them reduced this contact to a minimum 
in consequences. 

We escaped even the Napoleonic wars with little 
more than a scratch, and if there is an American 
who thinks the world or the United States would 
have been the better for American participation in 
them he is strangely deluded. 

Thgre arg troubles incident to European compli- 
cations which do not of necessity involve us. It 
is the duty of an American government to escape 
just as many as can be escaped, not to seek partici- 
pation in each one regardless of the consequences 
to the United States. 5 

Wars are not fought by diplomats but by sol- 
diers, and no altruism indulged in by diplomacy 
can justify the sacrifice of citizens to a cause 
other than one which involves the security, the 
honor, or the supreme interests of their nation. 

The United States sympathizes with the cause of 
Polish freedom, but that in itself is no justification 
for the use of American troops. There is a more 
sacred duty to the lives of American citizens. This 
is the point which the new philosophy, now so 


trust which is confided in a government. 
Under Mr. Wilson we have adopted the troubles 
of Europe and Asia almost as completely as if we 


had adopted the covenant of the league of nations. . 


“We may say, “ Thank God, that obligation has not 
been assumed,” but Mr. Wilson ‘proceeds as if it 
had. 

- We entered into the Fiume contest with Mr. Wil- 
son dictating. He insisted we should underwrite 
the presence of the Japanese in Shantung. He 
demanded that we take a mandate for Armenia. 
He objects to the Japanese in Siberia and Saghalin. 
Our notes fall upon Europe and Asia as a shower 
of leaves. Every complication receives our atten- 
tion. 

It is contrary to our traditions and unjustified 
by our éxpectations. It is a policy perilous with 


could avoid. 

Mr. Wilson is driving the United States on far 
journeys and without even an extra shirt in its 
kit. If he ever straps the United States in the 
league of nations there will be no limits to the 
avoidable trouble in which the United States will be 
involved. 


“IRON DISCIPLINE.” 
‘Trotzky does not hesitate to say that “iron dis- 


cipline” will be the rule of the bolshevist régime 
which he asserts will soon spread over the world. 
For months the bolshevik leaders have been talk- 
ing the need of discipline, which was clear enough 
in the anarchy of Russian conditions produged by 
the Red revolution. The process was, first create 
chaos, and then cure it by “fron discipline.” 

Of course the bolshevik leaders claim that this 
“tron Giseipiine is all for the good of the people. 
Se do all autocrats. The fact that the 
polshevik philosophy ie one of force Like the 
a autocrats they replaced in Russia, they 
rule in spite of the will of the majority 
and the freedom of the individual. _ 

If the American wage earner, to say nothing of 
other Americans, wants to live under an “iron dis- 
cipline” imposed, as in Russia, by a handful of 
men who have not been chosen by the people, but 
are self chosen and supported by armed forces 
paid out of the public treasury, then let! the wage 
earner go in for tionary methods, sabotage, 
and violence. Let him turn communist ana try to 
make himself a slave to a new aufocracy. 

“Tron discipline” in Russia is no “capitalist ” 
phrase to discredit the revoiution. It is a fact illus- 


~ 


in the forced labor of battalions of workmen com- 
pelled to work on the terms granted by the bolshe- 
vik autocrats. It is no capitalist phrase, but a 
principle openly defended by Lenin and his co- 
rulers, and enforced ruthlessly wherever the bolshe- 
vik rule extends, so far as we have reliable report. 
Organized labor in England and America op 
conscription even for the defense of the country. 
But bolshevism has conscripted labor in Russia 
for the daily tasks of life. We do not think men 
who have lived underea real democracy are fool- 
ish enough to put their necks under the bolshevik 
rule. 


NO TAMMANY IN ILLINOIS. 
The tiger is not particular as to the location of 
the jungle in which he feeds. When his sources 
of supply are reduced or eliminated in one area, 
he turns naturally to another, his appetite whetted 
by the wider search for game. 

It is only logical, therefore, that the elimination 
of $34,500,000 proposed municipal bond issues by 
popular vote in Chicago last spring should turn 
the Thompson-Lundin organization to wider fields. 
Its source of supply in Chicago was reduced. The 
opening of new feeding grounds was made more 
imperative. 

What more natura] than that it should turn to

Gibbia, with other members of the 
gang, was accused of murder. One member, Santo 
Orlando, gave evidence against them, and shortly 
afterward was murdered. His friends swore 
vengeance. They found Gibbia and kept their 
oath. It was just that easy. | 

As we remarked recently upon the brief reap- 
pearance of “ Sonny” Dunn, the personal enemies 
of a bad man seem to have little difficulty in find- 
ing him. Is it not high time that every member 
of the police department should becomé a personal 
enemy of the bad men? 

The Camorra again and again has proved ftself 
a deadly menace to life, property, law, and order. 
If the authorities cannot suppress it by established 
methods, we believe they will find in its method, 
system, and organization ideas for a new policy 
which will be more effective. If they cannot kill 
it from without, perhaps they can kill it from 
within. It is essential that it be killed.

If by talking we could add a 
bunch of diseases to our collection, most 
people who had influenza in 1918 would 
have one or more choice “ complaints” 
by now, 


The Buffalo health department conduct- 
ed an investigation early in 1918 which 
led them to believe that the wake of the 
flu was not so bad. During the epidemic 
23,000 people in Buffalo were reported to. 
the health department as having the flu. 
The department sent an investigator to 
each case {n the late winter to see how 
many had died and from what diseases. 
How many had completely recovered. 
How many thought they had not fully 
recovered and what was the trouble when 
there seemed to be after effects of flu. 
) In the early summer of 1919 they made 
& second investigation ‘of the same gen- 
eral type. In the summer of 1920 they 
came out with‘a third statement. 

The number of people of all ages dying 
from consumption is as fdllows; 1917, 
365; 1918, 398; 1919, 321; 1920, 252. The

In other words, consumption seems 
somewhat less prevalent in Buffalo since 
the influenza than before it. The earlier 
studies showed there had been no par- 
ticular increase in diseases of other 
organs. 

Dr. Frouczak ts doing his part to kill

While the 
Chicago death rate from consumption is 
falling yearly, the health commissioner 
says the drop this year is unusually 
great. 
The weekly report of the census office 
shows that practically all American cit- 
les are experiencing the lowest death 
rates in their history. For the week of 
July 24 twenty-one had rates lower than 
10. Al] this spring and summer the gen- 
eral conditions of health have been the 
best ever known. All of this indicates 
that influenza did not cripple organs and 
impair general health in 1918 and 1918, 
as so many people still believe.

The first concerted Chicago effort to 
curb rent gouging will be instituted 
Monday night, when members of the 


Rogers Park and Wilson Avenue Ten- 


ants’ associations will meet with repre- 


sentatives from every ward to plan 
formation of a city federation. At the 
rally the Rogers Park and Wilson Ave- 
nue associations will merge. 


Square Deal for All. 


“Our plan,” said J. R. Patterson, 
head of the Rogers Park association, 
“is to form a city federation. Each 
ward will have its own organization 
and its own officers and will send rep- 
resentatives to the federation’s execu- 
tive committee. Eventually we hope 
to have a suite of offices in the loop 
and become a permanent organization. 

“We are not looking for something 
for nothing. We stand for a square 
deal for the tenant and a square deal 
for the landlord. We are willing to pay 
increased rents made necessary by the 
taxes, and other 
items, but will not stand for pfofiteer- 


ing, by landlords.” 


Assails Hoyne Plan. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne’s suggestion 
that the city council regulate rents by 
licensing apartment buildings as 
“apartment hotels” brought a hot 
retort from Ald. Mulcahy, who is lead- 
ing the fight for a special session of 
the legislature and special rent legisia- 
tion.

BIG PAY LURES 
28,800 CHILDREN 
FROM SCHOOLS 


Strikes and H.C. L. 
Also Blamed. 


High wages paid children, the econ- 
omies necessitated by the high cost of 
living and the prevalence of strikes 
have resulted in 28,000, Chicago* chil- 


dren leaving school to go to work. of 
these 19,700 left during the school 
year and will probably never return to 
complete their education. 

These striking figures were made 
public yesterday by Clyde A. Brown, 
acting director of the city vocational 
guidance bureau. 

“The number of children employed 
is greater this yedr by approximately 
4,000,” Mr. Brown said. “It is general 
throughout the middle west. It is a 
serious situation. These children are 
unfit and unprepared for the battle of 
living. They discredit the school sys- 
tem and are placing a handicap on

their future lives that they will never 


live down. 

“The children who quit school to go 
to work are largely the discontented 
and uneasy scholars. Fifty per cent 
of them leave before completing the 
eighth grade in school. 

“It is interesting to note that the 
children of foreign born parents pro- 
vide the greater numbers for labor. 
The colored children make a negligible 
percentage of those applying fo work 
certificates. 

“Children are now earning $12, $15 
and $18 a week for messenger and 
other service as compared with $6, 
$8 and $10 they received prior to the 
rise in prices. They now go to work 
between the ages of 14 and 15 years, 
where they formerly did not obtain 
employment until their 16th or 17th 


ear. 
. “The strikes reculting in the unem- 
ployment of the parents have resulted 
in large numbers of children being 
forced to go to work.”
